T'ae outlione of the plan for river improve-
mient s#t forth in the series of articlesin
TaHE INSPATCH, is ziven in the second of
the sories, published in chis issuc. As will
bescen by reading it it does notproposeonly
the storage of surplus water in reservoirs at
1he head waters of the varions streams, al-
thengh thiat is the ebaracteristic feature and

the starting point, as it were, of the entire
fvetem. It adds thereto the use of caissons
and fettief to deepen the chanpel and re-
move shoaling; of movable locks and dams
to preserve an even depth of water where
toey are ready; of docks and harbors forthe
ading of vessels and thelr safety during
and of cut-offs to shorien the navi-
gable distance wherever practicable. By
the combination of these methods of im-
provement, the originator of the plan aims
st the high mark of makiog the principal
rivers pnuvigable for gea-going wvessels; the
seenndary streams steadily pavigable for
river steamers; and the smalier ones for
barges and light draft steamers,

The werits and demerits of this plan from
the engineering point of view can be judged
mare clearly ac its detailes are brought out
in subseqoent articles of the serics. Butasto
the importance of (ke aim 1t is pertinent to
say that it enanol be over estimated, The
colossal blunder of this countrs during the
Iast haif of the cectury 32 giganiic ss to
maxe it vearly il nol qui.« a public crime,
bas been the noglect of its water transpor-
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floods;

tation. By permilting railway policy to
close op eapals aud foree the disuse of the
rivers we huve lnid ourselves open to the

whole train of corporate sbuses, a pgreat
share of which would have been impossible
if the competition of water transportation
bad been maintained as o live and constant
commercial force, As the writer of these
urticles well savs, we are not to blame the
individuals who have inflicted these abuses
=0 much as the public apatby which bas
rermitted conditions to grow up that make
manipulstion, stock watering and favoritism
the sure road to great fortune and unlimited
JOoWET.

legitimate nse for Government funds, in the
work of iuierpsl improvement, can be
found, thnn one which will restore water
transporiatiou to the vast territory of the
Missinsippi.

THE LEGISLATURE'S VIEWS,

for information about the canal, which will
be satisfied in due time when the commis-
siou’s report is published.

there had been mo fire at all. Likewise
while such a thing as pure, warm air 1 pos-
sible, it is no less true that many of the ap-
pliances for heating cars seem to be built on
the principle that to heat the atmosphere in-
volves its utter vitiation,

Cars should be heated in cold weatherj
but there is still & vast room for improve-
ment both in the means used to furnish the
heat, and in the intelligence employed to
suil their use to the natural temperatore.

A SEASON FOR ACTION.

When industries are prosperous, trade ac-
tive, and the means for the execution of
great enterprises abundant, then is the time
for cities which have the opportunity, to
set their future upon firm and unshakable
foundations. This applies directly to
Pittsburg, and the ship canal project. That
project approaches maturity ata time when
the eity and the kindred interests surround-
ing have been realizing the benefits of great
volume and uninterrupted activity in busi-
ness, 1t is seen how the whole community
prospers when the mills and manufactories
are running. Anv feasible project that
will enlarge their work and lend to their
greater profit becomes at once a vital busi-
ness matter to all classes. wev

That smple water commuuication with the
lakes, by which eargoes could be sent there
or brought here unbroken, would in the
present state of crowded railways and high
freight charges be of great permanent bene-
fit to the Jeading industries of Western
Pennsylvania no one ean seriously question.
Some who are naturaily doubtful about sall
undemonsirated nndertakings satisfy an in-
dolent disposition by questioning whethera
ship canal ean be built; but the assurances
of the engineers who have specially exam-
ined the route so far as they bave got, set
these doubts astde. Others do not exactly
see how the money can be raised; but if the
enterprise gives promise of large benefits,
the means, we doubt not, will eventually be
found if they are earnestly enough sought.

At first sight it might seem to the super-
ficial observer that the railroads would
antagonize the ship eanal; but, of all the
interests concerned, the railroadsdoing busi-
ness with Pittsburg would be the greatest
guiners by the addition to the general traffic
of the place. The real estate of the two
cities which is now valued at nearly three
hundred million dollars, would, similarly,
be & beneficiary to an extent which its
owners bave hardly yet begun to dream of.
The benefits to manufacturers in the ship-
ment of their raw material sud finished pro-
duect are apparent.

With its vast supplies of coal, this region
will doubtless always have pre-eminence as
the mannfacturing center of the continent.
But the more resson why it should be up
and stirring to take advantage ot whatever
tends fo make the favorable situation
doubly secure. Because & project is a little
larger than any undertaken hitherto 1s no
reason why it should fail of earnest support,
if the beoefits promise to be commen-
surate. THe DispaTcH bespeaks careful
attention for the details of the ship-canal
problem as the State Commission will un-
fold them before the Legislature this winter,
11, as we think will be the case, they com-

mend themselves to the business judgment
of the community, we trust everybody will
take a hand and go in for all the benefits
that can be gotten from water-communica-
tion with the lakes. In proportion to the
size and importance of the interests now to
be affected, the idea relatively is hardly
more difficult of execution than was the
slack watering of the Monoungahela or the
building of the railroads in the old days.
The vista of benefits for all eclasses here
eeems to wus varied, far-reaching and
very inviting.

CRUEL FEAUDS IN BERLIN,

The {rauds and fleecing under cover of
the execitement caused by the Koch discov-
erv of a cure for consumption are just what
might have been expected. The eable news
to-day contains a warning picture of the
scandalous overcharges of the Berlin doc-
tors and the deceits practiced by swindlers
upon the consumptives who bave flocked to
Berlin in the hope of procuring some of the
precious lymph.  Americans in particular
will be wise to wait for the new treatment
te be brought here,

THE WORD MISAPPLIED.

The disposition of the uothinking publie
to call everything a *‘trust,” is unfortun-
ately illustrated by the wide applieation of
the term te the recently chartered organiza-
tion in the East to start cheap lodging
houses. From the very mature of this
organization it mot only was entirely free
from the feature ol attaining the establish-
ment of sn irresponsible monopoly, by put-
ting all the productive vroperty of in-
dustry in the bands of trustees; but the very
nature of the business makes any approach
to monopoly absolutely impossible. On the
jace it scems to be charitable rather
than a monev-making project. Yel several
newspapers are ealling this certainly harm-
less project a trust, meauing a monopoly,
while entirely neglecting the great eombina-
tions, or treatiug them with undisguised

respect.
FRACTICABILITY OF SUNKEN WAYS,

Among the interesting abstractions with
which the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Com-
mission is ocoupying it sessions, was the
presentation at its last meeting of the views
of Mr. George B. Roberts, President of the
Peunsylvania Railroad, on the engineering
ts of rapid transitt Mr, Roberts’

county delegation and the Repr tatives
of Western Peansvlvania generally will be
practically a phalanx for the canal when it

comes before the Legislature.

HEATING OF STREET CARS.

The subject of heating street carsis agifai-
ing someo! our exchunges in other cities,
notably the Buffslo and Rocbester press.
One purty opposes the street car stove on the
ground of the vileness and impurity of
the air produced by it, while the argument
of one paper on the other side is to the effect
thut people have contracted colds by leaving
the warm rooms af their bomes and sitting
for 10 to 25 minutes in cars, the stmosphere
of wiich was often far below freezing point,
The Buffalo Courier re-inforee= this assertion
by saying that some of the Buffslo routes
are an hour long, which gives us a novel
idea of the illustration of time and eternity
furnished by Buffalo transit. The same

uper aiso ssserts that the temperature of
the sir bas nothing to do with its purity,

That peopie shonld not be expeeted to sit
still in extremely cold weather durning pro-
tracted street ear rides without some artifi-
cial warmth has long been s generally
snotepled proposition in Pittsburg, Bot it
is pertinent to say in connection with these
nerertions that many more colds are caught
by resson of overhested cars and rooms,
than from those which sre underheated.
This isoften illustrated in our suburban
sccommodation trains where fires are kept
up with such a sublime disregard of the
temperature ouiside, that people going from
them inte the open air of even moderate
wealber are more apt to take cold tham if

opinton was in brief that the high rate of
speed required for real rapid transit cannot
be sttained on the surface of streets with
safety to other street travel. Underground
or elevated roads are therefore required, but
the cost of either is so preat that in most
cases itds necessary to put up with the ap-
proximation thatis to be got most cheaply for
low grade lines, by elestric roads, His
preference in the abstract would be 1o have
the railwsys put underground with electric
wires and sewers; but while it might be
done in the thickly populated districts it
would be o financial impossibility io the
soburbs."

This last statement of Mr, Roberts indi-
cates that he hos mistaken the object to be
aimed at in getting rapid transit lines be-
fow the surince. 1t is net mnesessary that
such lines should be made continuous tun-
nels shut out from the lightof day, from
terminus to terminus. The practical pur-
pose of putting lines below the surince can
be sttained by sunken ways, except where
property is so valuable that it would be a
good investment to erect buildings over the
lines, This faot would make it much more
economical to run each line through the
suburbs on grades which will earry the
streets crossings over the railroads than to
elevate the ronds for the entire distance,
Of course such a line will cost far more than
electric roads on the streets; but, us Mr,
Roberts has pointed out, no street suriace
road can give the speed required. The point
which is worth in this connec-
tion is that where real rapid transic Is de-

sired, the combination of sunken and

underground roads is more economical in
the long run than elevated ropds.

The best evidence of the practicability of
such sunken ronds is to be found in the
actual condition of .things on some of the
lines under Roberts’ own mansgement. The
Fort Wayne road through the Allegheny
parks and from the onter depot to Superior
station is practieally such a sunken road.
The Pennsylvania Railrosd line from
Twenty-eighth street to East Liberty, with
the exception of one erossing that could be
changed st slight expense, is & very favora-
ble example of the sume sort; and the Pan-
handle road from Sheridan station to Idle-
wood only falls a little short of the standard.
The Fort Wayne road at very little more
expense than the cost of an elevated road
could be made a continnous sunken way
from Verner station to the bridgs over the
Allegheny; the Pennsylvania Railroad at
even Jess expenses could exiend the same
benefit as far as Brushton or Wilkinsburg.
The effect of such an arrangement on the
publie is shown by the fact that the land
in the vicioity of the sunken ways is among
the most elegible residence property of this
section; while the neighborhoods where
tracks are elevated above the suriace, ms
along Liberly streeton the Pennsylvania
or the Fort Wayne from Anderson street to
the bridge, are among the most ineligible.

As for the respective advantagesof sunken
and elevated ways to the corporation build-
ing a line, it may be that the former would
cost more under some ciroumstances, al-
though through suburban sections that
seems improbable. But even if the first cost
was greater, the fact that its road bed rests
on {erra firma and the enduring nature of
its track more than compensates any saving
that might be made by elevating the track
on a structure that must wear out, under
slow disintegration and the eflect of vibra-
tion, and where any mishap either by decay
or by carelessness would be sttended with
fearful possibilities, will in the end be
proved false economy.

We think that a careful and impartial
study of the subject, both &s regards rapid
transit and the admission of ordinary rail-
roads in the cities will show that 1n the vast
majority of cases it will be a more economi-
eal, satisfactory snd permanent improve-
meut fo elevate the streets nbove the rail-
roads than to clevate the railroads above the
Etreets,

THE DELAMATER FAILURE,

The failure of the banking firm of Dela-
mater & Co., in Meadyille, attracis more at-
tention than it natorally wounld because of
the defeated Gubernatorial candidate’s con-
nection with the bank. The causesof this
untoward event and ina measure ita prob-
able effects are shrouded in doubt. The
State and Crawford connty aresaid to be
among the bank's ereditors, and for con-
siderable sums, bat the reputed wealth of
the Delamater connection renders a satis-
factory liguidation probable,

THE NECESSITY OF SAFEGUARDS,

The fact that on two suceessive nights
fires in the lower part of the city have re-
sulted in the loss of human life, contains a
most impressive lesson on the necessity of
better construction of buildings in order to
guard against fatalities. It is satisfactory
to note that these casunlties ocenrred in
buildines of a past style of construction, and
therefore convey no arraignment of the
better class of buildings that is now erected.
But the disclosure of the bazard to life as
well as property in the older stvle of build-
ings, suggests the question whether the in-
spection that is designed to prevent danger
in buildings of late erection is not of egual
necessity in the structures that were put up
in earlier times.

The two fatal fires of this week illustrate
the disregard of two rules of vital import-
ance. Oneisthat there should be ample
exiis for all buildings above the size of an
ordinary dwelling; and the other is that
walls of the Jarger buildings should be
built so that they will not fall with a fire.
There is reason to hope that both these ob-
jects are measurably obtained in the mod-
ern structures; but it is a question of vital
interest how far the same dangers may be
reproduced in the vast number of structures
erccted twenty or thirty years ago, Asto
those of even older date, it may be taken
as o practical certainty that s majority of
them are death-traps,

There may be & question as to the power
to enloree the improvement of such build-
ings, but there can be no question thatas a
matter of publie policy the power should be
lodged somewhere to prevent the recurrence
of these disasters,

Ax example of the “‘reforms” which the
Gould management is going to establish in the
Union Pacific Is fornlshed by its continued dis-
charges of men from the employment of that
company. It was very well known that, under
the Adams management, the road haa its facil-
ities fully taxed, and Mr. Adams was trying to
increase the value of the property by increas.
ing its facliities. Mr. Gould is evidently will
ing to reform this policy altogether, and repeas
the conrse of the Central Pacific management
by letting the Union Pacific go to pleces while
the Missouri Paclfic does all the business.

Me. MCKINLEY is quoted as saying that
“patronage 15 alwaysan clement of weakness
to a party in power." THE DISPATCH said
that long ago. Perhaps it would have been
more useful if Mr. McKinley could have im.
pressed it on his nssociutes before the elections
instead of reserving it as an explanation of
what hit him,

WE are gratified to obzerve our esteemed
cotemporary, the Philadelphia Fnguirer, ener.
